It appears that some animos¬ 
ity remains among some mem¬ 
bers of the city council and 
Mayor Beverly McAnally re¬ 
garding the controversial hir¬ 
ing of John Lewis as the police 
inspector, the second-in- 
command position. 

For the second consecutive 
week, harsh words were ex¬ 
changed among the city offi¬ 
cials at the Monday night coun¬ 
cil meeting. For the most part, 
the argument was a result of 
events which occurred at last 
week’s meeting: quotes attri¬ 
buted to McAnally in both the 
Romulus Roman and the De¬ 
troit Free Press rankled some 
members, while others com¬ 
mented later on the manner the 
last meeting was run. 

Some council members and 
some members of the police 
force expressed dissatisfaction 
over the appointment by McA¬ 
nally of Lewis, a member of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Office, to the position of Romu¬ 
lus Police Inspector, saying 
that the promotion should have 
been made from within the de¬ 
partment. Council also argued 
that according to charter, the 
appointment should have been 
made by the department head, 
Chief Donald Flood. Flood had 
no input into the move. That was

last week. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry, who said he planned on 
questioning the legality of the 
appointment by way of the 
budget (which needs council 
approval to be changed), was 
cut off when the board voted 4- 
3 to amend the present budget 
by adding $7,318 to the fringe 
benefits account to cover 
Lewis’ appointment. Raspber¬ 
ry, Pete Bergeron and Junior 
Block voted no, while William 
Wadsworth, .Barry Baumann 
and Alan Lambert voted in 
favor. Mayor Pro-Tern 
Maryann Banks broke the 
deadlock and the motion to 
accept the mayor’s recom¬ 


mendation was approved. 

According to Bergeron, he 
became incensed Monday night 
when McAnally claimed that 
some council members were 
still upset over her victory over 
former mayor William Oakley. 

“She kept saying things to 
that effect, and I knew it was 
aimed at me,” said Bergeron. 
“I told her yes, Bill Oakley is a 
good friend of mine, and I was 
upset for a week or two, but 
my voting record shows that 
I’ve sided with her on most 
things. But not when she’s 
wrong, as she was here. 

“She keeps harping on Bill, 
so I just told her that she may 


Dugan wins, Carey loses in Huron election 


Huron Township voters 
elected a new township super¬ 
visor last Tuesday and insured 
that come November, a new 
clerk will join him. 

Ralph Dugan defeated A.J. 
Haener, the current supervisor, 
and Harold Ashby in the prim¬ 
ary. Since all those running 
were Democrats, Dugan will 
take over duties as supervisor 
on Nov. 20. 

All three incumbents running 
for trustee won, and, along 
with newcomer Joe Prader, 
will be sitting on the board at 
least until the next election. 

The only race not decided 
Tuesday was the race for 
township clerk, which saw the 
incumbent Mary Lou Carey 
lose her spot on the Democratic 
ticket to Doris Davis by three 
votes. Carey says she “prob¬ 
ably will not’’ ask for a re¬ 
count. Davis had 564 votes to 
Carey’s 561. 

Davis will face Republican 
Vicki Lyons in the November 
election. 

Dugan, 61, was township su¬ 
pervisor from 1947 to 1953. He 
has lived in Huron Township all 
his life. Of the politics involved, 
Dugan claims to have “a lot in 
mind,” regarding changes. 

One of the biggest issues in 
Huron is the rates charged for 
water and sewers. According to 
Dugan, much of the inflated 
rates are due to the transfer¬ 
ring of monies from the sewer 
and water fund and into the 
general fund, because while 
taxes cannot be arbitrarily 
raised to get funds for the 
general fund, rates can be 
raised to pay more for water. 

“I’m sure there is nothing 
underhanded about it,” said 
Dugan, “I’m sure all of the 
money was spent on useful 
things in the various depart¬ 
ments, like police and fire. I’m 
just saying that isn’t the way to 
do it. In the past 14 years, I’ve 
only seen one water budget. 
I’ve asked — I asked again this 
year — and I was given vague 
excuses instead of a copy of the 
water budget. 

“During my campaign, I 
heard more complaints about 
the water bills than anything 
else. More people speak out at 


board meetings about them, 
and nothing has been done ab¬ 
out it. I told people I can’t 
promise miracles overnight, 
but I gave them my word I’d 
do my best. In townships, it’s 
the voters that really have the 
hands on the purse strings. 
Understanding the problems 
and doing something about 
them are sometimes two diffe¬ 
rent things.” 

Doris Davis, who will run on 
the Democratic ticket in 
November, said of the election 
“we’re very pleased that we 
won. We had a lot of suppor¬ 
ters, and it was a victory for 
them as well as me.” 

Davis, her husband Larry 
and their three children — 
Lori, Vikki and Michelle — 
have lived in Huron Township 
for five years. 

“We won at the polls by 103 


votes,” said Davis, “498 to 395, 
but (Mary Lou) Carey won the 
absentee ballots more than 
two-to-one, 166 to 66.” 

When asked when her cam¬ 
paign for the November gener¬ 
al election will begin, Davis 
said “it’s never stopped. I want 
to continue to talk to the people 
and hear their concerns, and if 
I don’t see someone who'd like 
to talk, I hope they look me up 
and see me that way.”

her work as president of the 
Huron Valley Citizens Associa¬ 
tion, and will run against 
Davis. 

Asked if she felt it was an up¬ 
hill battle, running as a Repub¬

Kosteva vs. Gramlich in 37th District 


Area voters made their 
choices last Tuesday, and come 
November, it will be Democrat 
Jim Kosteva battling Republi¬ 
can Georgia Gramlich for the 
office of state representative in 
the 37th District. 

When the ballots were tabu¬ 
lated , Kosteva, a resident of Can¬ 
ton Township, had soundly 
beaten fellow Democrats Pat 
Cullin and John Sheridan, while 
Gramlich defeated her only 


opponent, Theodore Jacques. 

The numbers were as follows: 
Democratic primary — Koste¬ 
va, 1632; Cullin, 781; Sheridan, 
382; Republican primary — 
Gramlich, 894; Jacques, 711. 

Much of Gramlich’s support is 
believed to be coming from those 
actively involved in the environ¬ 
mental issues, since she has been 
very visible, particularly in 
fighting against landfills in the 
area. 

Among other activities, Gram¬ 
lich currently sits on the Board of 
Directors of the Southern Michi¬ 
gan Environmental Alliance and 
serves on the legislative commit¬ 
tee of the Michigan Toxic Dump- 
site Coalition.

“And in the meantime, we should 
investigate and search for even 
better methods.

Kosteva, who will continue in 
his job as Canton Community 
Planning Consultant through the 
end of the month, is currently 
serving on the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Planning Com¬ 
mittee. 

He received the endorsement 
of the outgoing representative, 
Edward Mahalak (D-Romulus). 
Mahalak is not pursuing another 
term for health reasons. 

“Right now, I’m finishing up 
some things on the county 
(dumpsite) master plan and in 
Canton,” Kosteva said. “I’m

If 
their feelings are hurt, I can’t 
help that. I have a responsibil¬ 
ity and a duty to be responsive 
to the public and fulfill my 
charter obligations, and I’m 
going to do just that. ” said 
McAnally. 

Speaking of last week’s meet¬ 
ing, which was held before a 
rowdy, full house, Junior Block 
said, “I am very dissatisfied 
with the Mayor, She called 
most of those people to come to 
the meeting and carry on — at 
least, in my opinion, she did. 
She was just trying to put 
pressure on us. 

“It’s very sad, what hap¬ 
pened,” said Block. “I also 
didn’t care for her remarks 
that we were against her be¬ 
cause we were sore because 
Oakley lost to her. That made 
me mad, becadse in case she’s 
forgotten, Mr. Bergeron and 
myself supported her from the 
very start, from when she first 
took office, with getting her 
programs passed. This was be¬ 
fore her two buddies on the 
council even said boo.’ 

“I was proud to work under 
Bill Oakley. He didn’t appoint 
his friends to positions. If you 
worked under Bill, you worked. 
Oakley, or even Terry Troutt, 
back when he was mayor, they 
never brought in people to 
stack the deck like what hap¬ 
pened last week,” Block added. 

Raspberry, the target of 
much of'the audience abuse 
last week, said in his opinion, 
“some of the mayor’s followers 
misled a lot cf people about the 
appointment. ’ 

McAnally d nied that she cal¬ 
led or broug t anyone to the 
meeting, sayi g that the crowd 
was filled with “people con¬ 
cerned with what goes on in the 
community, and there’s no¬ 
thing wrong with that.” 

McAnally, Romulus Police 
Chief Donald Flood and the un¬ 
ion president of the Romulus 
Police Officer’s Association, 
William Davenport, who posted 
a letter at the station and sent 
copies to department heads, 
council members and newspap¬ 
ers refuting last week’s article 
in the Roman, all say they 
want to put the issue behind 
them and get back to the busi¬ 
ness of running the city and 
police department as smoothly 
as possible, as does Lewis.

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Policy changes overdue 


The Wayne-Westland Board of Education last 
week took a step to tighten up its policy pertaining to 
the reimbursement of expenses of board members 
incurred as representatives of the school system. 

It is a step, we feel, that has been long overdue. 

The board, in effect, has put a lid on ambiguous 
travel expense reports, which became the center of 
a dispute between two board members and district 
officials, who maintained that the former were pad¬ 
ding their expense account for personal profit. 

Much of that bruhaha was behind the scenes, but 
once made public, the two trustees contended that 
their actions were in line with board policy and 
past practices. 

The board members admit that a “clear cut poli¬ 
cy” covering every detail of expense reporting may 
be impossible, but the changes approved last week 
are a step in the right direction. 

No longer will board members be able to make 
their own travel arrangements. That burden will fall 
on the district’s administrative staff, which has been 
charged with the task of coming up with the lowest 
airfare possible for out-of-state functions. 

No longer will board members be able to claim a 
blanket expense deduction of $25 per day. Every 
single item in excess of $24.99 will require docu¬ 
mentation. 

No longer will board members be able to delay 
submitting expense reports for reimbursement, or 
possibly dividing up a report to have half covered in 
one fiscal year and the remainder in another and 
make the amount appear smaller than it actually is. 
Within three weeks’ time of the conclusion of a con¬ 
vention, that report will have to be turned in to the 
business office, and only after it has been approved 
by two board officers. 

The changes approved by the Board of Education 


are not insurmountable. In fact, in light of the prob¬ 
lems with two of the members, they were manda¬ 
tory. Granted, they may not please all of those 
affected, but they should be pleasing to taxpayers in 
the school district, who, in no uncertain terms, have 
put the district on notice that they want the most for 
each dollar they pay for education. 

The taxpayers elect the board to keep an eye on 
how their taxes are spent, but who is there to keep an 
eye on the board when it spends those tax dollars for 
the education of its members? 

As it stands, the board policy book is that watch¬ 
dog, and literally was asleep on the job when those 
two trustees sought reimbursement for airfare to 
San Francisco far in excess of what they actually 
paid. 

Board policy, old or new, was not written to permit 
such an apparent duping of district officials and tax¬ 
payers ; it was not written to permit the doling out of 
funds for more than “actual and necessary expenses 
incurred in the discharge of official duties.” 

The school board should be commended for taking 
such a hard look at its own policies. No document is 
chiseled in stone, and no document has stood the test 
of time without some sort of modification. Even the 
U S. Constitution’s Bill of Rights has been amended 
to meet the needs of a maturing American public. 

How well will these changes work? That will re¬ 
main to be seen, but at least for now, incidents such 
as those which occurred in 1982 and 1983 will not be 
repeated. 

If the board hopes to regain the trust of Wayne- 
Westland residents, it must prove it is willing to take 
a hard line even with its own members. The changes 
made in board policy is an indication that the school 
board trustees are willing to take that stand. 
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Councilman comments 

To the Editor: 

After reading the front page 
story of the Aug. 8 Romulus Ro¬ 
man, I became quite upset, and 
am compelled to bring some 
accuracy to what transpired.

They, as officers, have lived 
through the tactics of their su¬ 
periors, who even to this date, 
totally are repulsed by the idea 
that the Romulus Police Officers 
formed a union over a year ago. 
They did not need to make mat¬ 
ters worse for themselves. And 
too, rather than what was re¬ 
ported in that article slanted 
totally against the mayor, rela¬ 
tions between the officers and 
men are much better than ever 
before. 

Whether or not some council- 
people want to accept the fact 


that there is a new administra¬ 
tion is purely their hang-up, but 
to create a problem in the com¬ 
munity is disgraceful. Not to 
allow this mayor, or any admi¬ 
nistration for that matter, the 
right to set his or her programs in 
motion and administrate to the 
city’s everyday needs is assinine 
and counterproductive. And to 
say that the Mayor has violated 
the Charter is nothing less than 
stupidity. The mayor took the 
oath of office to uphold the char¬ 
ter of the city, not violate it! 

The Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment is a good department, with 
many good men and women who 
staff it. This only gives these 
officers a black eye for their 
highly professional manner they 
have worked in behalf of Romu¬ 
lus residents. They deserve 
much better. 

And so do the citizens. 

I can only question the motives 
of Councilmen Bergeron and 
Raspberry.

When you lose someone you love, they 
become ageless, I guess, in your living, men¬ 
tal picture of them. 

My dad died after fighting lung cancer for 
more than a year.

Periodically I will encounter some of his 
notes, a tape of him dictating a letter or 
memo or see an old friend. The “Golden 
Boy” restaurant in Wayne was a favorite 
place of Dad’s. Annie, the proprietress, 
periodically brings up my dad in conversa¬ 
tion. “He was a hell of a man,” she’ll say. A 
photo of Dad and the rest of the coffee klatch 
of the area hangs on the wall in the res¬ 
taurant. 

He was a friend, confidant and tutor for 
many. I remember seeing Roger Turner, 
one-time managing editor of these newspap¬ 
ers, about a year after his departure from 
Associated.He recounted his recollections of 
my dad. “You know,” Roger said, “it’s 
amazing how much smarter your Dad has 
become in the last year.” Roger went on to 
tell me how he thought my dad used to do a 


lot of talking but didn’t say much. Roger had 
since come to realize that it was more his 
receiving than Dad's transmitting that had 
malfunctioned in their conversations. 

How often that is the case. Perhaps one of 
the things I learned from dealing with 
‘ ‘Wes” was the art of listening. He knew how 
to talk to most anyone, but he also knew how 
to listen — and to let you know that he was 
listening. 

Often, my dad spoke from experience — 
too often I could not relate because I had not 
“been there.” He tried, so many times, to 
spare me pain by warning me. Sometimes, 
we both learned, you just have to endure the 
agony of defeat to understand. 

How often I thought badly of his judge¬ 
ment, only to pause later to marvel at my 
ignorance to comprehend the depth of this 
incredibly brilliant and complex personality 
I called “Dad.” 

He was absent a lot in my boyhood years, 
active in business. It was only as I 
approached manhood that I began to 
appreciate and to understand. 

He had a full life, my father. He had a 
family he enjoyed, a career that won the 
admiration and respect of his peers and the 
gratitude of the many, many causes he 
served in the community. 

His family was robbed of him for the many 
years that he might have lived to share his 
knowledge and wisdom and unbelievable 
compass with us. His only real failure was 
in loving his family too much and he was far 
to quick to do things for us, rather than 
pushing us to learn to do things for ourselves. 
How many of us are guilty of that same sin? 
Far too many, I’d wager. 

The inevitable shift in my father’s life took 
place in his failing health — when he, in a 
weakened physical condition, became the 
one who needed to be cared for by those who 
he had always provided for and looked after.

How to control solid 
waste disposal? Incineration

All around us citizens are banding together for 
protection of their families, properties, jobs, etc., to 
ultimately preserve the health and well being of all. 
We are all aware of these concerned citizens who 
have organized neighborhood watch programs, em¬ 
ployees who have banded together to buy out busi¬ 
nesses that formerly employed them, to save their 
jobs. 

It is imperative that.these same concerned 
citizens investigate another area of concern whch is 
facing us not only locally and nationally but, world 
wide. This area of concern is in the handling of our 
solid waste disposal. 

Each and every citizen generates solid waste for 
disposal. Each and every citizen is aware ofthe fact 
that this solid waste must be set out at the curbside 
so that it can be picked up and disposed of. 

What would happen if there were no trucks coming 
through our neighborhoods to pick up our solid 
waste? What would happen if there was nowhere to 
dispose of our solid waste? We all hear of the groups 
that are saying, “you cannot incinerate this waste 
because you are polluting the atmosphere” or, “you 
cannot bury this waste because you are polluting the 
water”. 

Have any ofthese groups come up with an answer 
as to how we are to handle the disposal of these 
wastes? There are only two ultimate alternatives 
available to us, i.e., incinerate it or bury it. 

Since 1964, the residents of our cities have been 
most fortunate. There has been no need for concern 
in this matter because our city fathers had the fore¬ 
sight, many years ago, to recognize the problem and 
banded together to form the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority, an incinerator plant for dis¬ 
posal of the solid waste generated in our cities. 

Our incinerator plant has disposed of approx¬ 
imately three million tons of solid waste, more than 
any other existing incineraor plant in the country. 
Each and every resident of our cities has an interest 
in this plant which was built and operated by tax 
dollars, well spent for the preservation of the health 
and well being of each and every one of us, well spent 
for our ability to control the disposal of our solid 
waste. 

The incinerator plant ceased operation of its fur¬ 
naces on December 31, 1982, by court order, due to 
the fact that we were in non-compliance with the 
Wayne County Air Pollution Code. Our furnaces 
must be up-dated with new air pollution control 
equipment which will enable us to comply with the 
existing air pollution codes. To do this will cost addi¬ 
tional dollars from each and every one of us. To not 
do this could cost each and every one of us far more 
than dollars. 

We must not bury our solid waste. To do this is 
equivalent to “burying our heads in the sand”. What 


problems are we creating for future generations? 
The landfills in our area will be filled to capacity in 
approximately 8 years. 

Would they possibly have already been filled to 
capacity if we had not burned our solid waste for 19 
years? Where will new landfills be located? Will our 
cities agree to open up landfills for the disposal of 
solid wastes from other cities? Will other cities 
agree to open up landfills for the disposal of our solid 
wastes? These questions must be addressed without 
delay. 

Daily, we are reading of communities fighting 
against the opening up of new landfills. The people in 
the North are saying, “bury it in the South”, the 
people in the South are saying, “bury it in the 
North”. It is exasperating to be faced with a problem 
over which we have no control, however, the resi¬ 
dents of our cities have had control of their solid 
waste disposal for 20 years. 

We cannot relinquish this control! We must all do 
whatever is necessary to obtain the necessary 
financing to equip our furnaces to enable us to main¬ 
tain that control by continuing to dispose of our solid 
waste by incineration. To cover the cost over the 
next 30 years, there are three options to consider: 

1. Equip two of our three furnaces with the neces¬ 
sary new air pollution control equipment which 
would amount to approximately $3.50 per person per 
year. 

2. Equip all three furnaces with the necessary new 
air pollution control equipment and install boilers to 
produce steam and generate electricity. We have 
the potential of generating electricity equivalent to 
the entire electrical needs of a city the size of the City 
of Inkster. 

The cost, of course, would be much higher than the 
cost for installing just the necessary new air pollu¬ 
tion control equipment, however, the benefits could 
be far greater inasmuch as we would then have in¬ 
come from the sale of the steam and electricity as 
well as the conservation of our natural resources. 
This would amount to approximately $21.60 per per¬ 
son per year. 

3. Equip all three furnaces with the necessary 
new air pollution control equipment with provision 
for the addition of the boilers, to produce steam and 
generate electricity, at a later time. This would 
amount to approximately $5.20 per person per year. 

The choice is yours! Each and everyone of us 
generate solid wastes. Each and everyone of us has 
done our share to control the disposition of our solid 
waste for 20 years. Let’s continue to do our share to 
control the disposition of our solid waste through 
incineration, a method which has proved successful 
for 19 years. Let’s get our furnaces operating again! 
The benefits far outweigh the disadvantages!

We, my 
partner and I, had a terrible time 
recently with a 1982 truck. I feel 
they should remiburse us for the 
money we had to spend.

Dear Automobile Company: 

This letter is a reiteration of a 
chain of events relating to a 1982 
truck. I am a principle in a Cali¬ 
fornia-based Corporation. The 
above-referenced truck was 
purchased to be used to haul 
automobiles in our business. 

In September of 1983, while the 
truck was under warranty, we 
began to experience coolant-loss 
difficulties. The truck was taken 
to a Chevrolet dealership in De¬ 
troit on Sept. 6,1983 to secure the 
requisite repairs. The dealership 
kept the truck in their possession 
until Sept. 26, 1983. When the 
truck was picked up, the deal¬ 


ership had replaced both heads, 
gaskets, one injector and had set 
the timing on the vehicle. On 
Sept. 26, 1983, the truck had 
22,037 miles on the odometer. 
The service personnel at the 
dealership informed us that they 
had been unable to determine the 
cause of the coolant loss, howev¬ 
er, they indicated that the heads 
were cracked, resulting in 
coolant being driven from the 
system. There was no explana¬ 
tion offered as to why the heads 
were cracked. 

On or about Dec. 21, 1983, we 
departed from the Detroit metro¬ 
politan area with a final destina¬ 
tion of California. The truck odo¬ 
meter reflected approximately 
23,000 miles. The truck was 
loaded with household funiture 
and furnishings and a utility 
trailer on the back. 

Our trip ended on the same 
day, just north of Cincinnati, 
when the coolant problem re¬ 
turned . After a brief stop in Anna 
Ohio, we limped into Cincinnati.
